Unmindful of his 
injuries he again en ered the quarter to extinguished the lire 
in order to save the public and private property, He Inter 
succumbed on account of the severe burns in the Military

On 9th July, 1973, sonic women labourers of Pydiparru 
and Mandapaka villages of West Godavary District, hearing 
that the rate of agricultural work in the fields situated on the 
western side of Attili Canal had been enhanced, came in 
batches hurriedly to cross the canal by punt and about 46 
women labourers boarded the ferry boat without heeding the 
pro'ests and warnings given by the boat sarang, as the capa- 
city of the boat was only eleven. Due to overloading, the 
ferry boat capsized on the eastern bund of the canal and 
consequently nine women were drowned and died. Shri 
Atmaknri Papa Rao, a ryot of Mandapaka village, with 
courage and determination and unmindful of risk to his life 
surged against the current of the canal and saved the lives 
of seven women. 

Shri Atmaknri Papa Rao displayed exemplary courage, 
presence of mind and determination in saving the lives of 
seven women at the risk of his own. 

2. Shri Muthanikat Kunhalikutty, 

Driver, C.C. Transport Company Pareel Service, 
Calicut- 1. (Kerala). 

in the early morning o n 27th July, 1973, Shrimati p 
Radhamani, (28 years), while bathing in the Bharathapuzhn 
river, accidently slipped and was drifted away in deep waters. 
As she did not know swimming she was struggling for her 
life when other women raised alarm. Shri Muthanikat 
Kunhalikutty lorry driver, who happened to pass bv heard 
the cries of the women, stopped the lorry and rushed to the 
spot and without hesitating and caring for his life, he jumped 
into the river, caught hold of the drowning womun and 
with great difficulty brought her to the shore. 
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Unmindful of the danger to his life, Shri Muthanilcnt 
Kumhnlikutly displayed exemplary courage and promptitude 
in rescuing Shrimati P. Radhamam. 

3. Shrimati Jasumati Jamnadas Raikundalia,

m tnc entire building and it being evening time, most of the 
male folk were still oul on duty and only ladies and children 
were prescnl at home. Shrimati Jasumati Jamnadas Rai- 
kundalta, residing with her family in room numbers 26 and 
27 on tile third floor, displayed commendable patience and 
courage by collecting 4 children between the age group of 4 
months and 3 years and bringing to a sttfer place wherefrom 
the firemen rescued Ihem. She could not however save her 
own son aged 8 years, who died in this lire. 

Shrimati Jasumati Jamnadas Raikundalia displayed great 
courage in saving the lives of four children. 

4. Kumar Satyawan Chundrakant Kubal,

Ratnagiri (Maharashtra). 

On 19th May 1.974, Sarvashri Prafulla (18 years) and 
Narendra (16 years) went swimming in the creek. While 
swimming, Shri Narendra went deep inside and was caught 
up in the current. As he could not come back he started 
shouting for help. Hearing him, his brother, Shri Prafulla, 
rushed to help him but he could not save him. On the con- 
trary, both of them were in danger, seeing which some boys 
standing near the creek, began to shout for help. On heuring. 
Ihe shout's, Kumar Salyawan Chandrakant Rubai (13 years) 
jumped into the creek and pulled them to the shore and 
saved them at the risk of his life, 

Kumar Satyawan Chandrakant Kubal displayed exemplary 
courage and promptitude in saving two lives at the risk of 
his own. 

5. 3350416 Lance Naik Sueha Singh. (Posthumous f 

Village Bhulpur, P.O, ,Miani, P. S., Tandaurman, 
leh. Dastiyn, District Hoshiarpur. (Punjab), 

On 21st l eh. 1973, Lance Naik Sueha Singh wlii Ic on annual 
leave at his village, was going to se c his relatives in another 
village when he heard anguished cries of a child from a 
pond by the side of the road. Unmindful of the risk involv- 
ed, he jumped into tile poll'd but by tile time he reached the 
spot, the child had already gone down into the water. His 
repeated attempts to extricate the child were of no avail, yet 
he did not lose heart. Again and again he went under the 
water to rescue the child until at last he himself got stuck 
in the weeds at the bottom of th e pond and unable to come 
up, was drowned. 

Lance Naik Sueha Singh, displayed heroic determination 
and courage sacrilieed his life to save the child. 

6. Shri Parappallil Varkey John, 

C/o Shri G. Kumar (Merchant), 

Rangpo P.O., Rangpo. (Sikkim). 

On 26th November, 1974, Shri Parappallil Varkey John 
whilp working as enumerator for traffic census at Tcesta 
Bridge saw nn old man being carried away by the fast, cur- 
rent of the Teesla river. He immediately jumped into the 
river from the bridge which is at a height of about 100 feet 
from lh c normal river level, without even removing his 
clolhes, plunged after the drowning man despite the strong 
cut lent and bioughl him to the hank after a heroic struggle. 
He was completely exhausted by The struggle to bring the res- 
cued man towards the bank. In the meanwhile a number 

ol. persons had gathered on the bunk nnd they extended n 
helping hand to Shri John. 


Shri Parappallil Varkey John displayed exceptional courage 
in saving a drowning man at grave danger to his own life. 

7. Shri Yamat Modi, 

Village Mikong, 

P.O. Pasighat (Arunachal Pradesh). 

On 26th October, 1974, Shri Tayeng Darang, Gam of 
Mikong village, went into the jungle with some other villagers 
including Shri Yamat Modi (19 years). While hunting, a 
tiger attacked the gam and he failed to disengage himself 
from the grip of the tiger. In a bid to rescue the Gam, 
halflong trained volunteer Shri Yamat Modi who had a 12 
bore gun fired from close range and the shots passed 
through the body of the tiger who still did not leave the 
Gam. Shri Modi then took a Dao and showing tremendous 
courage attacked lhc tiger with il. After being hit by the 
Duo a number of times Ihe tiger collapsed. 

Shri Yamat Modi displayed exemplary courage and prom- 
ptilude In saving the life of Shri Taveng Darang.

On 8th July, 1974, at 2.30 P.M. Shrimati Amina while 
washing her clothes on the bank of Manimala river accidently 
slipped and fell into deep waters. The river was in spate and 
the current was strong. She was drifted into a whirlpool in 
the middle of the river and began to struggle for life as she 
did not know swimming. Shri Viswambharan, aged 18 years, 
who happened to go to the river side for bathing, saw her 
predicament and jumped into the river at the risk ol' his life 
and succeeded in rescuing her. 

At about 10 A.M. on 16th October, 1974, Ihe house of 
Shri K. P. Anthony at Koratty in Krumely village accidently 
caught fire. While the people collected there stood aghast, 
Shri Viswambharan entered the burning house and, rescued 
the wife and children of Shri Anlhony who were inside.

Due lo 
the sudden rush of w'ater while the children were crossing the 
canal, the temporary wooden ladders provided on both sides of 
the concrete bridge over the canal were washed away, The 
children who had reached upto the concrete bridge were ma- 
rooned and could not proceed further. On hearing their 
frantic cry for help, Shri Kizhakkekunnel Xavier who was 
working in his paddy field nearby rushed to the spot, and with- 
out caring about, the risk to his own life, swam across the 
flooded waters and reached the concrete bridge and brought 
all of them except Shcclu to safety. While he was taking 
Shccla across the flooded canal, she was forced out of his hand 
by the strong current and was washed away. In this process 
Shri Xavier was also washed away and fell into a well about 
half furlong away in an unconscious stale from where he was 
fished out by others and was hospitalised for the injuries sus- 
tained by him. 

Shri Kizhakkekunnel Xavier displayed conspicuous courage 
and promptitude in saving the lives of the trapped children.

On 18th August 1974 Kumari Thekkethil-Mamuri Jdiculla 
Sesamma, aged 15 years, along with three children was pass- 
ing by the bank of a tank at the Mundakathu Mannupaddy 
field on their way to the Sunday School. On the way Kumari 
Jolly was frightened on seeing a snake, lost control and fell 
into the tank ten feet deep. The other two children, Mariamma 
and Jose also jumped into the "tank to rescue Jolly but failed in 
their attempt and all of them were about to be drowned. On 
seeing the dreadful sight Kumari Sesamma instantly tied the 
lace of her skirt firmly on a nearby rubber tree on the bank, 
stretched her hand and caught hold of Jose’s shirt and 
rescued him. Similarly Jolly and Mariamma were also res- 
cued out from the tank, 

Kumari Thekkethil-Mamuri Idiculla Sesamnia displayed ini- 
tiative courage and promptitude at the risk of her own life in 
saving the lives of three children.

Shri Kashiram Vithu Patkar, who was working in a nearby 
field, on hearing the shouts, jumped into the river, lifted 
Dilip and brought him to the shore. He again jumped into 
the river lo save the life of Shri Motiram but he could not 
trace him in the deep river water. 

Shri Kashiram Vithu Patkar displayed selfless courage and 
great presence of mind in rescuing Dilip.

One 
hime wave, washed away the soil beneath her feet and slw 
fell into the water.

The strong 
current had hv that time carried her a hundred metres from 
the shore; with determination and courage he managed to 
mach her and caught, hold of her feet. It was an uphill task 
for him to swim with one hand against the strong current and 
the other engaged in holding the child, yet he succeeded in 
bringing her ashore alive. Being exhausted, he asked his 
p'avmales to shout for bcln hut thev wei> scared and stood 
dumb-founded. He accordingly cried aloud hearing which 
"‘me women rushed to the spot and the child was hospitalis- 
ed. 

Master Somamaiq Mohammed Shaffl displayed excentional 
courage and presence of mind in rescuing a drowning child,

On 'ffl'h April 1974. six houses of the village Bijhnri in 
Himachal Pradesh caught fire. Hearing shrieks and shouts

house. With great difficulty, ho removed a badly burnt old 
woman trapped inside the house, lie again jumped into ths 
house and extricated her belongings.

His personal example inspired other 
villagers to save the lives and property of other victims and 
also, helped in extinguishing the fire completely. 

Sepoy Jagat Ram displayed great courage, determination 
and devotion to duly of a very high order.
